Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 7, 8 and 15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While there 
have been inventions similar in nature (Essebaggers, WO 01/92133) there has not been 
an invention including both an inner membrane and an outer membrane which are 
underpressure-activated. Essebaggers includes an underpressure-activated 
membrane with a vent and through-out flow pipe but does not include a second 
membrane. Examiner believes the prior art fails to teach a key component of the 
invention and it would not be obvious to combine with another invention to achieve this 
invention due to the destruction of the base reference.
